“ Zionist For Many Years ”

JERUSALEM 
“ZT have been a Zionist for many 
years, and I view with pleasure and 
‘admiration the maturing of the State 
of. Israel.” stated Winston 
Churchill in a message read by his 
daughter, Miss Sarah Churchill, at 
the opening of the Churchill Audi- 
torium at the Haifa 
Technonolgy last week. 


In his message Sir Winston also 
stated that to increase technical apti- 
tude was perhaps the most urgent 
requirement. of. any free country 
which wished to preserve its standing, 
dignity. and independence. He added: 
“TI pray that your efforts may be 
crowned. with success to the detriment 
of none and to the lasting benefit of 
all. the..peoples..of .the..Middle. Basi.” 

The Prime Minister, Mr. Ben- 
Gurion, described. Sir Winston as 
* the greatest statesman of our day” 
and “ the greatest fighter for freedom 
of our generation.” He asked Miss 
Churchill to convey to Sir Winston 
“our people's feelings of affection.” 

The Auditorium was built by 
Anglo-Jewry as a tribute to Sir 
Winston. Mr. Victor Mishcon pointed 

out that British Jewry had contributed 
1£1.000,000 towards the project. 

Earlier. Professor Hans Einstein, 
son of the great scientist, dedicated 
the Albert Einstein Physics Institute 
at the Technion.

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SIR LOUIS 


The death in London, on Monday, 
of Sir Louis Sterling will be mourned 
by a great many charitable and 
-ducational causes which he heloed 
hy his philanthropy. Of the Jewish 
projects he assisted, the one he took 


most interest in was Israel's Technion, 
Sir Louis, who was. years old, 
was born in New Yorkin Orchard . 


Street on the Lower East Side. He 
auended the Henry Street School and 
‘he Hebrew Technical Institute (to 
which. afterwards, he gave a large 
veirly donation), Leaving School at the 
ive of 12, he went to work as a ship- 
ping clerk.”

MR. HARRY GREEN 


Only a few hours after he took 
part in a television play, Mr. Harry 
Green, the comedian, died in hospital 
on Saturday morning. He was aged 
65. 


Mr, Green, whose real name was 
Henry Binzer, was born in New York. 
As a young man he studied law and 
qualified as a barrister. But it was at 
the early age of 12 that he first 
appeared on the variety stage, He 


was. in over 60 Hollywood films. and 


one of his favourite parts was that of 
Perlmutter in the play “ Potash and 
Perlmutter” in which he appeared on 
radio and television in this country.

MR. LIONEL SHAPIRO 


Mr. Lionel Shapiro, O.B.E., the 
Canadian author, playwright, and 
former war correspondent, died last 
week at the age of 50.

PHILIPPINES 


Small but Active 
Community 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Some interesting details about the 
Jewish community of the Philippines 
were given to me in an interview by 
Mr. Karl Nathan, the President of the 
community, during his visit here, 

Of the 60 families comprising the 
community, constituting about 250 
persons, 95 per cent live in Manila, 
the capital, on Luzon, the lagest of 
the 3,000 islands making up the Philip- 
pine archipelago. There are also a 
few Jews in the mountain resort of 
Baguio, on the same island. 

The centre of communal life; Mr. 
Nathan said, is the Hebrew Temple 
in... Manila. The Temple _-was 
named after Emil Bacharach, a 
Russian-born .Jew, who emigrated 
to the Philippines: from the United 
States. Its present spiritual leader is 
the Rev. Sidney. Israel Lubin; -for- 
merly First Reader of the South 
Broughton Synagogue in Manchester.

HEBREW MONTH IN- WRITERS’ COLONY OF HAIFA

MONG the many social experi- 
ments made in Israel the 
“writers’ colony of Haifa 1S 

considered one of the most original. 
Now, after almost four years of : 
trial and error, the initiators of the 
project have. stated that it has 
proved a success. 

The question arose originally 
why Haifa and not, for example, 
the livelier Tel Aviv. or the 
spiritually richer Jerusalem should 
be the location of the writers 
colony. The answer was provided 
by Haifa itself. The city is the 
largest port in the country, it has 
received hundreds of thousands of 
immigrants, heard their grim tales 


of persecution and miraculous 
escape, it holds Israel's. largest 


industrial enterprises, the country’s 
shipping and. other enterprises. - 
Under these influences it has grown 
to. be a strictly matter-of-fact. and 
prosaic city, and. jt. needed artistic 


inspiration. Realising this, the 
Municipal Council decided — to 


allocate a part of its funds to inject — 
some “ spirit” into’ the city. 
Free Housing 

The. first step towards this end 
wus taken with the help of the 
Israeli Writers’ Union.

It was a happy initiative on the 
part: of the B nai Brith, which 
Stresses the virtues of fellowship 
and concord, to sponsor: a public 
meeting at which” representatives 
of ‘all parties in our midst. were 
enabled to unite in a common cele- 
bration. Our report of the pro- 
ceedings indicates that the occasion 
‘provided an opportunity which was 
likewise eagerly seized upon by our 
fellow-citizens outside the Jewish 
community to. demonstrate the true 
significance of British democracy. 
The contrast with a century ago is 
particularly striking. ; 

Political emancipation for Anglo- 
Jewry was -not won without a 
protracted and stubborn struggle. 
However» paradoxical such an 
attitude may appear today, it was 
for long opposed, on conscientious 


and rehgious grounds, not only by 


many devout Christians but. also 
by a certain number of Jews them- 
selves. Important representatives 
of Christian opinion, both ecclesias- 
tical and. lay, regarded it as sinful 
to admit Jews to Parliament. Like- 
wise, certain adherents of Jewish 
Orthodoxy —did not. support. a 
measure that they feared would 
disrupt the pattern of life inherited 
from ghetto times. Still other 
sections. of the Jewish community 
thought that discretion was the 
better part of valour and were 
reluctant to press claims which met 
with such powerful opposition from 


influential leaders of ‘Church and 


State. All the nobler, therefore, 
were the courageous activities of 


the champions of emancipation, - 


both Jewish and non-Jewish. . 


Last Monday’s meeting happily 
showed how completely obliterated 
are the old dissensions and preju- 
dices. The Prime Minister joined 
with the leaders of the two Oppo- 
sition Parties in sending congratu- 
lations and good wishes. By their 
speeches and messages Jewish and 
non-Jewish Parliamentarians, irres- 
pective of party affiliations, testified 
to the great benefits for the 
‘common good that had accrued 
from the events of 1858 A memor- 
able phrase was employed by Sir 
Anthony Eden to appraise the 
enactment of Jewish Parliamentary 
emancipation: “Civilisation was 


fortified by that decision, Britain's . 


history has been enriched by it.” 
And the message of Viscount 
Samuel, who js the honoured and 
beloved veteran of Jewish Parlia- 
mentarians, felicitously described 
the results of this emancipation as 
being “advantageous to the State 
and beneficial to the people.”

A DAY FOR ALL 
CHILDREN 


JUNE 11 will be celebrated as the 
first “World Children’s Day” in 
this country. Almost three years 
ago the General Assembly of the 
United Nations adopted a resolu- 


tion asking all Governments of 


member States to institute a 
children’s. day in order to draw 
attention to the needs of children 
everywhere, and in particular to the 
work of Unicef (the United Nations 
International Children’s Emergency 
Fund) on behalf of children. 
As so often in matters dealt 
with by the 
there was agreement on the broad 


principle but no agreement on 


detail. It was found impossible to 
fix one day in the year which would 


have beer acceptable to all States — 
_-—$ome countries already have their 


fixed children’s day, which they do 
not wish to change, other countries 
preferred the world children’s day 


during the pleasant season of the. 
year, which ‘differs according to 
position. Every 
country, therefore, was free to fix 


geographical 


a suitable day for the celebration. 
In Britain the Government con- 
‘sulted the 


Organisations concerned with 


. children’s. work, which are now. 


organised jin the National Com- 
mittee -for Unicef, and, after 
lengthy considerations, agreement 
was reached on June 11 as a suit- 
able date. This year, at the first 
celebration in Britain, children: of 
fifty different nationalities have 
been invited to a party at the 


Mansion House in London, where . 


the Lord. Mayor’s daughter will be 
‘their hostess. Similar parties .are 
being arranged jn other large towns. 

But the ymportance of the day is 
to be seen not in such parties but 
rather in the fact that the day will 
provide an opportunity to under- 
line the importance of the work 
done by Unicef. Although in this 
country a special day has long been 
set aside as “ Jewish Child’s Day ” 
(fortunately it does not clash 1.2 
date with World Children’s Day), 
the purpose of World Children’s 
Day is a different one. It is not 
the idea to raise funds on that par- 
ticular day but to underline the 
need for the Government and 
voluntary organisations to assist 
Unicef in. continuing its valuable 
work. 

Of all the agencies of the United 
Nations family, Unicef is probably 
the most successful—it is the one 
sphere of work where up to now 
political differences have not inter- 
vened ; it is the one department 
where the Communist | States 
co-operate peacefully with the West, 
and where Israel and the Arab 
States work together for the same 
purpose. Whenever Unicef is dis- 
cussed in the United Nations 


nothing but praise is heard. Alone. 


and in co-operation with the World 
Health Organisation. and other 
specialised agencies Unicef has 
raised the standard of health and 
nutrition of millions of children in 
the world, and has enabled under- 
developed countries to ‘start their 


own child-welfare services. . There. 


is probably not a single country in 
the world which has not in some 
way benefited from the work done 


by Unicef. While no special help 


is needed in a country like Britain, 
Unicef has done great work in the 


-Jesser developed parts of the 


Commonwealth. 


In Israel, too, Unicef has played, 
and is continuing to play, a most 
important réle. Unicef annual 
allocations to Israel now amount to 
$206,000, which, as is the principle 
of Unicef, must be supplemented by 
at least equal contributions from 
the country itself. In Israel Unicef 
first gave assistance to the 
expanding medical and child health 
programme and provided basic 
equipment for some of its centres. 
In 1957 alone 31 new centres were 
initiated, six of them in predomi- 
of Israel. 
Forty-six thousand children were 
medically examined and 72,412 
treated for trachoma. The delegate 


of Israel on the Unicef Board is 


Mrs. Abe Harman, who comes 


from London and is a well-known 


expert on child-welfare problems. 


For some years now she has been 


the Chairman of the Programme 


Committee of Unicef, which pre-

World Children’s Day concerns 
everyone—Jew and non-Jew alike 
—-who realises that the less spec- 
tacular, quiet work of such inter- 
national agencies is of greater 
importance than the often arid 
debates in’ political assemblies. 


World Children’s Day in_ this 


country would serve its purpose 
well if. it were to induce the 
Government of this country to 
increase its all too niggardly con- 
tribution and if it were to induce 
the public to exert pressure to this 
effect. 


MEAT PRICES 


Last to be considered and first 
to pay when industrial disputes 
arise jis the normal lot of the con- 
sumer, and, judging by letters 


‘received from readers, the general 


trend, “only a little more so,” 
applies to the consumer of kosher 
meat. Last week a correspondent 
complained that owing to the 
Smithfield strike, in its early stages 
at the time of writing, butchers 
were putting up prices by as much 


as one shilling per pound; this 


week. another correspondent for- 


wards a bill showing an increase of © 


three shillings—from 5s. 6d.. to 
8s. 6d. It as difficult to believe that 
such cases do not reveal an attempt 
to take undue advantage. As the 
Strike continues. it- obviously goes 
on to affect adversely the economics 
of the whole meat trade; non- 


kosher as well as kosher, but even. 


assuming that the butchers’ margins 
are insufficient to absorb any part 
of the added transport costs,. there 


can. be no justification for increases. 


entirely out of line with the position 
in the general market. This matter 
goes beyond fair trading, important 
as that question is in itself. Our 
Orthodox religious leaders. are 
unceasing in their emphasis on the 
observance of kashrut as a religious 
duty. They supervise the perform- 
ance of the ritual requirements with 
great exactitude, and in the licens- 
ing of kosher butchers general 
ethical and moral consideratrons 


are brought forward, in addition to © 
observance of the rules of kashrut. 


itself. But does the economic side 
and the butcher’s attitude to his 
customer, the: person on whom the 
continued observance of kashrut 
ultimately depends, weigh with the 
ecclesiastical authorities ?. This is 
the -more important because the 
licensing system jnevitably. facili- 
tates the possibility -of meat 
monopolies.. There have been 
many suggestions that the Shechita 
Board, for example, should have 
more say, when licences are 
granted, in the question of fair 
prices to be charged to the public, 
and perhaps now is a good time to 
revive the proposal. In the mean- 
time the public will receive some

Mr. Harry Samuels, Chairman of 
the Consultative Committee on 
Kosher Meat Prices, which we pub- 
lish on page 5 in this issue ; and 
customers will assist themselves by 
reporting to him (at the Board of 


Deputies) any cases of overcharging.

 Indelible Impression 


|, who am: no Hébrew scholar or 
theologian, Can hope to give only 
my own impressions of with 
whom | was jn contact for many 
years. . It a8 quite beyond my 
power to give any searching 
analysis of hig character, yet 1 can 


say that a very few minutes of his — 


presence gave an indelible impres- 
sion Of sanctity, é€arnestness, devo- 
tion, and depth.

self at Oxford and later. proceeded 
fo Berlin to study Hebrew and 
Rabbinics.

Hibbert Lectures

appropriate time to say a few 
words on the life and achievements 
of a man the 150th anniversary of 
whose birth occurs on Friday next

historic réle in trying to solve the 
internal. and external. problems 


created by the emancipation “of. 


European Jewry. 
Already in his lifetime the name 


of Samson Raphael Hirsch was a : 


legend in his native country and 
beyond. The great Torah Jeaders 
of Eastern Jewry, who were other- 
wise reluctant recognise the 
authority of a Western, university- 


trained rabbi. nevertheless called 


Hirsch the Ner Maaravi, “ the light 
in the west,” the regenerator of 
authentic... Judaism. in....Western 
Europe. 


Opponents’ Tributes 


What is even more surprising, 


“the personality “of “Hirsch “hada 


strange fascination _ for his 
opponents. The historian Heinrich 
Graetz called Hirsch the “Ezra of 
our spiritual Galut ” and dedicated 
his famous work “ Gnosticism and 


Judaism ” to him. Abraham Geiger, 


Hirsch’s great opponent of the 
Reform camp, paid a_ glowing 
tribute to what he called “the 
sublime and noble personality of 
Hirsch and the moral loftiness of 
his presentation of Judaism.” In 
the introduction to his “ Ethics of 
the Jewish Religion,” Dr. J. Stein- 


- hertz, one of the leading minds of 


the Hungarian Reform movement, 
states that in any modern exposition 
of Jewish ethics it is impossible to 
avoid drawing largely on the ideas 
of Samson Raphael Hirsch, whom 
he describes as a “meteor-like 
phenomenon in the sky of modern 
Jewry.” The American Reform 
leader, Dr. Kaufmann Kohler, 
formerly President of the Hebrew 
Union College of Cincinnati, had 
this to say of Samson Raphael 
Hirsch : “He was unique; .. . he 


+ 
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.. unfolded the deeper spiritual 
forces of Judaism by the power of 
a true, religious genius. We shall 
hold the memory. of - Samson 
Raphael Hirsch dear as one of the 
great leaders of modern Judaism.” 
And more recently,: Ignaz May- 
baum, a contemporary Reform 
thinker, in his book “The Jewish 
Mission ” (1949), speaks of Samson 
Raphael Hirsch as'one of the three 


-men who shaped modern Jewry. 
“What a man!—this- rabbi of 
Frankfort. -on 


the- Main,” he 
exclaims. “... If someone doubts? 
whether. the Western world pro- 
vides any. fertile ground for the 
growth of Judaism, the werk of 


S. R. Hirsch can dispel such doubt 


successfully.’ 
Interpreter of Jewish Law | 
How can one explain that men 

and scholars of such different views 


were so attracted by Samson 
Raphael Hirsch, and that he con- 


tinues to attract and inspire all 


those who are able and willing to 
study his works ?. The answer lies 
in the fact that Hirsch was. not 
only an ingenious interpreter of 
Jewish law, but also a_ great 
expounder of the universal message 
of Judaism and the universal view 
of man. 

It is, of course, impossible in the 
course of a short article to do 
justice to the life and work of this 
great’ man. shall, therefore, 
endeavour to limit myself to one 
aspect of his: life’s work, viz., that 
which is connected with the internal 
and external problems of emanci- 
pation. | 

For Hirsch Judaism was identical 
with religious humanism. The 
key-term of his religious philosophy 
is the expression Mensch- Yisrael 
(Israel-Man, Homo Israelis). The 
term was meant to express Hirsch’s 
view on religious humanism and on 
Israel’s réle in the world as a 
“Light to the Nations”: it was 
their task to act as witnesses to God 
and the spiritual values of life, to 
proclaim His will and be His instru- 
ment for education of 
humanity, . 

Hirsch deliberately did not 
say Yisrael-Mensch but’ Mensch-

first. For Judaisth, according to 
Hirsch. means humanism elevated 


to a higher plane by the ennobling 
influence of the Torah. Pure 
Judaism ajways returns to pure 


humanism. The Jewish task must. 


not be conceived as something alien 
to. or divorced from the. human 
task. Never must we think that the 
Jewish element in us could exist 
without the human element, or 
vice versa. The Jew cannot fulfil 


his calling in isolation but only 


within human: society. | 

This fundamental. attitude is at 
the. basis of Hirsch’s explanation 
ef our Jewish laws—which he con- 
sidered as “instruments of the 
Divine Pedagogue”’—as well as 
of ‘his attitude to the problem of 
emancipation. If it were really 
true, he declared, that the emanci- 
pation of Jewry was. incompatible 
with loyalty to the Torah of old, 


he would, without hesitation, advise 


his brethren to renounce emancipa- 
tion. But-there was ho such incom- 
patibility. Judaism ‘and emancipa- 
tion could go hand in hand if both 
were properly understood; and, 
given the necessary idealism and 
spirit of sacrifice, there was no 


reason why the Jew should not be 


able to combine loyalty to the 
Torah and the minutiz of its laws 
with participation in the economic, 
cultural, and. political life of the 
countries of Europe which had, at 
long last, given him his due right 


of full citizenship. i 


Rights of Men 


“1 bless emancipation. .. . I rejoice 
when | perceive that in. this conces- 
sion of emancipation, regard for the 
inborn rights of men to live as equals 
among equals, and the principle that 
whosoever bears the seat of a child 
of God, unto whom belongs the 
earth, shall be willingly acknowledged 
by all as brothers are freely acknow- 
ledged. . . .

The first, sad duty of this year's: 


Yearbook is to pay tribute to the 
memory. of the man who gave the 
Institute his” name-——-Leo 
< too soon, indeed, to make the final 
qumming-up, but here is eloquent 
restimony to one of the greatest 
figures in modern Jewry and a symbol 
of all that was most herore im German 
Jewry. 

For the rest, this second volume

photographs. Thus, a moving extract

Young Girl’’ accompanies and finely 
supplements. picture’ of Israeh 
children planting trees in the Martyrs’ 
Forest. 

Richard Lannoy’s volume of. very 
lovely and sensitive photographs is a 
delight to handle and peruse.: And 
his sympathy and humanity are 
reflected also in the introductory éssay 
and historical notes which he has 


written. to supplement his pictures. 


His verbal descriptions are’ exquisitely 
phrased and display true insight: 
“ Our eyes flick rapidly from one car 
window to. the other, distinguishing 
those historic sites with some amaze- 
ment. for-imagination had always lent 
Biblical places a certain magnitude or 
scale altogether vaster than: in fact 
they turned out to have. 
tion of the physical actuality, the 
variety, and the tiny scale of Israel is. 
not immediate. 
the greatest surprises for anyone who 
has had vears of Sunday ‘scripture’ 
lessons ‘or synagogue, or so 
immersed in Biblical lore that no 
thought of scale ever. entered his 
head.”

rieve if Israel understood itself so 
ittle, and had so little comprehension 
of its own spirit, that it would wel- 
come emancipation as the end of the 
Galut, and the highest goal of its 
historic mission. . . . Sooner. or later 
the nations will decide the question 
between right and wrong, between 
humanity and inhumanity. We have 


a higher object to attain, and this is. 


entirely in our own hands--the 
-ennobling of ourselves, the realisation 
of Judaism by Jews.”* 


In his fight for a truly conceived 


emancipation Hirsch had to face 


not only the arguments of the non- 
Jewish opponents of emancipation 
lucidly discussed in Israel 
Finestein’s recent article in THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE—-that the 
separate nationality of the Jews and 
their messianic hope for national 
restoration to the Land of. Promise 
made it impossible for the Jew to 
be a loyal citizen of the country of 
his birth. What hurt Hirsch much 
more was that he had to fight 
against the short-sighted assimila- 
tionist Reformers, who were pre- 
pared to sacrifice the laws. of the 
Torah as well as Israel's messianic 
hope for a wrongly conceived social 


| emancipation, and who declared 
that “Germany was now. their. 


Promised. Land and Berlin their 
Jerusalem.” 


Anonymous Pamphlet 


While Hirsch was. rabbi in 
Oldenburg (1841), there appeared 
an anonymous pamphlet written by 
an anti-emancipationist Christian 
scholar who attacked Judaism, 
which he called a “tribal religion,” 
for its alleged separatist tendencies

In that capacity 
he published his famous memoran- 
dum on Jewish disabilities in 
Austria, which he distributed to the 
members of the Austrian Parlia- 
ment with the atlached message: 
“Do not reject this pamphlet; it 


is handed to you with the brotherly | 


sentiments of a Jew.” The demand 
for equal rights as citizens was 
made in this memorandum with 
the courage and fiery language so 
typical of Hirsch: “fn a constitu- 
tional State there is no such thing 
as quarter, half, or three-quarter 
emancipation. The constitutional 
soil does not carry slaves and 
pariahs. Either expel thé Jew or 
set him free.” 


Act Of Justice 
It was mainly through this 
memorandum, which Hirsch also. 


put. before the  Reichsrat, that 


Jewish emancipation was. secured 


in. Austria. On March 28, 1849, 


Hirsch, at the head of a Jewish 
deputation, addressed the new 
Emperor, Francis. Joseph I, and 
thanked him for the great historical 


act of justice in granting equal . 


rights to his Jewish subjects. The 
new monarch was deeply moved 
by Hirsch’s address, as his reply 


showed. But Hirsch also admo- 


nished. his own brethren to remain 
loyal to their spiritual heritage 
once they had gained - political 
freedom. “ For,” he added, “ what 
would you -have achieved if you 
became free Jews and you ceased 
to be Jews ?.” | 
A similar sentiment was expressed 
in England by Baron Lionel de 
Rothschild when he said: “If the 
political privileges we have gained 
could) in any way weaken. our 


Jewish sympathies they. would have - 


been purchased at a terrible cost 
and would finally defeat the inten- 
tions of those who aided and 
laboured for. the movement.” 
“Indeed, in reply to a Christian 
‘theologian. who advanced against 
emancipation the argument that it 


would. be bad f ows them-. 4 
4 e bad for the Jews them- -. Street, Holborn, E.C.4, and duly trans-

I can only 
pick out.a few examples, jewels from 
the casket of wisdom, and I hope you 
will be interested. enough to look up 
more for. yourself. . 
King Solomon no doubt was 


remembering the trouble that the sons . 


of David had given their royal father, 
for he gives much advice to children 
and. also to parents. He begs the 
parents to train their children worthily 
so. that they will. became. good 


citizens: “Tram up a child in the. 
way that he should go and even when 


he is old, he will not depart from it.” 
He reminds us we are all .part of a 
family and we must live together in 
peace and happiness: “ Hear, my son, 
the instruction of. your father and 
forsake not the teaching of your 
mother. For they shall be a chaplet 
of grace unto. thy head and chains 
about thy neck.” | 


Family Friendship 


in another chapter he pleads’ for 
friendship in the home and tells his 
‘hearers: “Through wisdom is a 
house builded, and by knowledge are 
the chambers. filled with all precious 
and pleasant riches.” | 
With regard to the ordinary ways of 
life and earning an honest livelihood, 
the king has found much to say.. He 
was very observant and watched his 
people with a fatherly eye: “I went 
hy the field of the slothful and by the 
vineyard of the man without sense ; 


and lo! it was all grown over with. 


thistles. the face thereof was covered 

with nettles, and the stone wall 

thereof was broken down.” The king 
Tightly condemns faziness, as _ the 
-slothful were not carrying. out their 
-ghare in the nation, 


But the king looked on wealth with 
favour, provided it was earned by 
honest, hard work. “ Better is a little 
with righteousness, than — great 
revenues with injustice.” Again, later 
in the Book, he affirms : “ Better is 
the poor that walketh in his integrity, 
though he be rich.” | 

King Solomon tries. to show the 
people what is meant by a good

chief was caused by a wicked tongue, 
and he condemns hasty words and 
a quick temper. He tells the people :

And wittily- he remarks: “Even a 
fool, when he holdeth his peace; is 


counted wise, and he that shutteth his . 


lips is esteemed as a man of under- 
standing.”

are many passages. of 


homely wisdom ‘that you may. have 


heard so often, that perhaps you did 
not realise they are the wise proverbs 
of the Bible. Take; for example, these 


well-known phrases: “Go to the ant, 


thou sluggard : consider her ways and 

wise”; and “Hope deferred 
maketh the heart sick.” Full of 
understanding is the phrase : “ As cold 
waters to a faint soul,.so is good news 
from a far country.” 


that IT am sure you all know is: “A 


soft answer turneth away wrath, but- 


a grievous word stirreth up anger.”

The king loves a cheerful disposi- 
tion. and he enjoins his people to 
keep smiling and not be downcast. 
merry heart,” he asserts, 


maketh a cheerful countenance and 


almost immediately follows it with 
the sage remark that “a merry heart 
is a good medicine.” 

[ need not tell you the most 
famous is-the last chapter of all, in 
which the writer bursts forth into 
praise of “a woman of valour.”

it is a wonderful picture of the ideal 


wife who .rules over her household 
with “wisdom: and the law of kind- 
ness is on her tongue.”” No girl could 
want a more ideal picture of woman- 
hood. This chapter closes the Book 
of Proverbs with its many examples 
to show how to live at peace with 
God and man and be able to say as 


the king says: “Happy is the man 


who .findeth wisdom and the man 
that obtaineth understanding.”

CHOIRMASTERS’ 
‘LAMENT 


Poor Payment Deplored 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


“The status of choirmasters and 
choristers in the United Synagogue is, 
to say the least, sickening,” said Mr, 
Bernard Cousin, the Secretary of the 
Synagogue Choirmasters’ Association, 
speaking at a meeting of the Associa- 
tion in the Hampstead Synagogue 
(Dennington Park Road, N,W.6) last 
week. 

He was speaking on the resolution 
that: “The Synagogue Chor- 
masters’ Association deplores the fact 


that neither the Council nor the Choir 


Committee of the United Synagogue 
has insisted on increasing the. pre- 
war grants for choirs.” 

In the absence of the Chairman, 


Mr. M. Dancyger, the Rev G. 
Boyars, reader of the synagogue, 
presided. 


The United Synagogue, Mr. Cousin 
stated, was still only allowing the 
pre-war rate of pay for: choristers. 
The choirmasters had received a ten 
per cent increase in their salaries in 
1951. As: a. choirmaster. and 
choristers were regarded as. part-time 
officials, any payment was regarded 
by the authorities as “ pin-money.’ 
The result of such policy was a grave 
shortage of choristers. : 

It was impossible to attract the 
right people because of the very low 
salary, he said. | 

Strike action which was called for 
by one member was turned down by 


Mr. Cousin as undignified for 
synagogue officials. 
Mr,. Boyars. suggested that the 


Association approach the Choir Com- 
mittee of the United Synagogue with 
‘their complaints. 

~ Because of the poor attendance, 
apparently due to transport difficul- 
ties, it was decided not to take a vote 
and to defer any decision to the 
next meeting.

12,000 IN POOL PROTEST 


Peaceful . Battle of Pamphlets 


From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 

Thousands of coloured pamphlets 
were thrown from rooftops as a crowd 
of about 12,000. people took. part 
on Wednesday in a demonstration, 
organised: by Agudas Israel, against 
the plan to build a pool for mixed 
bathing. 

The pamphlets stated: “ Faithful 
observant Jews are prosecuted for 
guarding religion under a Zionist 
Government: we demand of the 
United Nations to implement immedi- 
ately their decision to internationalise 
Jerusalem.” At the same time mem- 


bers of the left wing Achdut Avoda — 


distributed pamphlets calling on 
students of yeshivot to join the Army 
and carry out their National Service. 


‘The battle of pamphlets was almost. 


the only clash between the supporters 
and opponents of the bathing-pool 
project. The crowd of bearded men 


and long-sleeved women withkerchiefs 
on their heads moved slowly forward 


‘yn a Solid mass, watched by thousands 
of people. Assembled near the crowd 
were several hundred young people 
called out bv Achdut Avoda, who 
shouted in unison: “We want the 
bathing-pool.” The police asked 
them to disperse. as they had not 
received -permission to «hold the 
demonstration and, when they did not 
move; the mounted and. foot police 
pushed them -back to allow the 
religious’ demonstrators to move 


forward. For some time the opposing - 


groups became intermingled, and 
while the Achdut Avoda members 
shouted “deserters from. the Army,” 
the Orthodox Jews sang religious 


songs.

WASHINGTON 
The United States Attorney-General, 
Mr. William P, Rogers, stated’ here 
last week that he was opposed to the 
Suggestion that the U.S.A... Govern- 
ment become involved in investiga 
tions of the recent bombings of 
Jewish communal centres in Southern 
-States, because it was primarily a 

matter for local police authorities. 
The Federal authorities, ‘he stated, 


should continue to give all possible 


assistance to the local authorities, 
since on them devolved the respon- 
sibility of taking any action deemed 
necessary. 

The bombings, the Attorney- 
General added, were “ atrocious,” but 
he was not in favour of legislation to 


grant the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation authority to deal with the 


culprits. 
Several Senators have criticised Mr. 
Rogers's attitude. Senator. John F. 


Kennedy (Democrat), of Massachu- 


setts, has introduced a Bill in Congress 
to prohibit. the transport of explo- 
‘Sives in the inter-State commerce or 
possession of such explosives with 
intent to use them in violation of 
Federal or State laws. The Bill, he 
claims, would.“ serve as authority for 
the Department of Justice to act 


promptly if the bombings continue, so - 


that. the criminals may be appre- 
hended.”

UKRAINIAN APPEAL 
TO JEWS 


Call to Improve Relations

The Union of Ukrainian Journalists 


‘in Western Germany has addrésed an 


appeal to Jews, and especially to the 


._ Jewish press in the free world. asking 
them “to forget the past and. try to 
create an understanding between the 


two peoples.” 


‘The appeal was issued from” the 
headquarters of the Ukrainian Jour- 
nalists in Munich and has been widely 
circulated in Europe as well as in 
the United States and Canada. 
Jewish papers are requested to use 
‘their influence bring about an” 
improvement in the relations between 
Jews and Ukrainians.” | 

Recalling the shooting of the 
Ukrainian leader, §. Petlura, by 
Schwarzbard in Paris in 1928, the 
Ukrainian journalists maintain that 
the accusations that Petlura was 
responsible for the pogroms in the 
Ukraine between 1917 and 1919, the 
years of the Revolution, are “ un- 
founded,” It is a tragic misunderstand- 
ing, the appeal declares, which 
separates the two peoples, and. it 


calls, therefore, for a revision of the - 


attitude of the Jews towards the 


Ukrainians. 


“Ukrainian journalists living in 
the free world,” the appeal says, 
“feel that the time has come to re- 


examine Ukrainian-Jewish relations.”
